President Wilson as a Typist 


President Wilson is a man who be- 
lieves in learning things and doing 
things for himself. He hates relying 
on other people, and that is the rea- 
son why years ago he learnt to use & 
typewriter, and tcday oftei acts as 
his own stenographer. Many of the 
president's public speeches and writ- 
ings are first written by rimself on 
the typewriter before they are sent 
by him for copying, The White House 
stenograpliers however, declere that 
it Is not necessary for the president’s 
speeches to be copied in most in- 
stances, 

His writing is so careful, and there 
are so few “typographical mistakes, 
that they could really go direct to 
the printer if {t were not for the 
rules of precedent. 

In the instance of the Thanksgiving 
proclamation always issued by the 
president for the last Thursday of 
November, President Wilson ignored 
his usual custom of writing the doc- 
ument first in his fine, copper-plate 
handwriting, which, his secretaries 
say, is so perfect that it might be 
used as a part of a text book. He 
wrote upon the typewriter directly. 
and thereby established a precedent. 
No president, as far as history recalls 
ever wrote hig Thanksgtving procla- 
mation upon a machine, 

President Wilson is a very quick 
worker, and one of (he secretaries of 
the White House haz related trat the 
Thanksgiving proclamation was 
ready to be printed within half an 
hour after the work on it had began, 
the remainder of the time being 
taken up with the securing of the 
signatures necessary, the affixing of 
the seal, and going through other fors 
malities. 

It ts interesting to n®te the manrfer 
in which the Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion are preserved after they have 
been printed. First of all, the original 
document is copied*en the typewriter 
and copies are given out to the news- 
papers throughout the country with 
the date of release—that is, the fixed 
time when the document shall be 
published all over the nation. 

Thon it is sent to the printers and 
copies are typed on heavy official 
paper, The signature of the president 
is also in type, and, to the left of the 
signature and above the signature 
of the secretary of state is the re- 
servation for the seal. These copies 
are se.t to the bureau of archives 
and are carefully kept on racks, But 
the original, bearing the official sin- 
nature of the president, is placed in 
an old-fashioned wooden case, which 
is fragJde-looking, but which, none 
the less, is metal lined and capable 
of protecting the papers for cen- 
turies.

Boats of Anam Made Without Metal 

Without nails, screws o: 
ingenious natives of Anam, a country 
lying south of China within tha 
French protectorate, are able to duild 
strong, light boats, some of them of 
large size, containing no 
any kind. These sampans, as the na- 
tive boats «re calied, are 
five planks, jotned together without 


curving or the use of ribs from one; 


end to the other. The planks used 
are pierced at intervals of about eight 
inches at points directly opposite 
each other. These perforations form 
mortises in the shape of double eye- 
lets, through ‘which rattan ropes are 
passed, tightly binding them together, 
The joint. are calked with vegetable 
fibre, and over these points are laid 
short lengibs of board, lapping over 
one another. These act as stiffeners, 
strongiy reinforcing the boat from 
end to end and making it water: 
tight.

Milling Boosts Mixed Farming 

Turning to Western Canada, we have 
seen mills spring up in Moose Jaw, 
Calgary, Medicine Hat and many other 
points in the West in the past few 
years. These have been an unmixed 
blessing for the Western Grain Grower 
and the mixed farmer alike. The 
local demand for milling wheat has 
stiffened the price in every milling 
centre, It has relieved the car short- 
age question, It has provided a supply 


, or mill feeds right at the door of the 


farmer who owns cattle, something 
that he did not have west of Winni- 
peg until two years ago. Nearly every 
one {s agreed that before the West 
will be on sound lines it must raise 
more cattle, That a movement in this 
direction is already started is shown 
by the fact that the entire offal out 
put of the Ogilvie mill at Medicine 
Hat is absorbed readily within a few 
miles of that city, and the demand Is 
for still more, If we take the duty 
off, many of the mills in Western 
Canada will have to close down, or 
at least lessen their production, as 
it is obvious that if the United States 
miller comes in and takes some of 
the trade there will not be as much 


trade for the Canadian miller. The 
Minneapolis mills are particularly 
well situated to compete with the 


Canadian mills under free trade con: 
ditions in Western Canada, and every 
bag of flour they sell In Canada not 
only lessens the production of flour 
of the Canadian mill in the West, but, 
more important, reduces the amount 
of feeds available for Canadian cattle, 

In granting Great Britain fifty per 
cent, preference, or free trade, the 
consumer would not notice the benefit. 
This is clearly illustrated by what is 
happening !n the woollen trade at the

Health 
and pleasure are not always synony- 
mous, but they seemed to be in this 
case, for peuple who said they had 
been making kyef always looked both 
bappy und healthy. 

To tbe average American the idea 
represented by the word kyef ts about 
as foreign as the word itself. You 
could nut possibly make kyef at a foot- 
ball game or a horse race or antomo- 
billing up to the limit of police regula- 
tions. One thing soon becomes evident 
to the sclentitic investigator of kyef. 
Whatever it may be, kyef is made 
without haste, without excitement and, 
ubove all things, without noise.

A TRADE BALANCE 
ON WRONG SIDE 


Slr Edmund Walker's Commente— 
$1,500,000 Sent Out of Canada For 
Iron and Steel Products Alone 

One of the most widely noted fea- 
tures of the address of Sir Edmund 
Walker, vresident of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, at the recent an- 
huai meeting of that institution, was 
his statement with regard to the large 
proportion of Canada’s imports which 
consists of iron and steel in various 
forms, net only at raw materials but 
48 Manufactured goods. 

“The total value 1s about $140,000,- 
000. He pointed out that in the main 
these are articles used in Duiiding, or 
in equipping the country from the im- 
port of foodstuffs and other rapidly 
perishing objects. At the same time, 
he regretted that the greater part of 
these iron and steel goods is not made 
in Canada now, as certainly will be 
the case in time. “To the extent to 
which, by making these goods in Can- 
ada, we could have lessened the debt 
represented by the securities we have 
sold to pay for the difference between 
imports and exports, we have burden- 
ed ourselves for a long time to come,” 
he added, continuing: “While work- 
men are busily engaged in other 
things, as they have been in Canada, 
it may be said that they are not avail- 
able for more work in iron and steel, 
but as soon as railroad and other 
building lessens in volume, not in the 
aggregate rut in proportion to other 
industries, we may hope that we shall 
be able to make in Canada the larger 
part of the iron and steel goods now 
imported. The increased output of our 
coal and fron mines, of our blast fur- 
naces and of our manufactories, which 
would result, would be of inestimable 
value to the country as a whole.” 

It is evident to every man who 
studies the iron and steel industry in 
Canada that no progress at all was 
made before a policy of direct en- 
couragement for these \ndustries was 
acopted by i.e Government at Ottawa, 
Within the past few years this en- 


couragement has been dropped ingreat | 


measure and we have already seen 
one big institution go into the hands 
of the receivers, while rumors that one 
or two others will follow it are’ preva- 
lent, It is to be hoped that these 
are mere idle rumors and will not be 
realized. The bad condition of the 
fron and steel industry in Canada at 
present, coupled with the facts to 
which Sir Edmund Walker draws at- 
tention, should cause every Canadian 
to consider carefully how much the 
iron and steel industry is worth te 
Canada, and whether he would advo- 
cate a policy which, if it does not 
mean ruin, means the loss of a tre: 
mendous volume of business for Can: 
adian mills and Canawan workmen 
There is no country in the history of 
the world that has ever achieved 
greatness that has not had within its 
own borders a prosperous and pro- 
gressive iron and steel tndustry. 


CANADIAN WHEAT IN STATES 


United States Needs Our Wheat For 
Export Milling Trade 


The United States, notwithstanding | 
reports to contrary, !s still a great! 


exporting nation, as far as wheat is 
concerned, During the past ten years 
United States’ exports of wheat have 
averaged 117,000,000 bushels per an- 
num. This means that “Uncle Sam” 
exports every year an amount of 
wheat in excess of half the total 
Canadian wheat crop of 1912. It is 
certain, therefore, that any wheat he 
buys from Canada will 
export trade, whether 
wheat or flour, 

When we come to consider milling 
of wheat in bond, we run up against 
that the “free wheaters” 
seem completely to have overlooked. 


| ‘The Wilson tariff imposes on wheat 


imported from Canada a tax of ten 
cents a bushel when it is imported 
for domestic consumption, But when 
the wheat is milled in bond and the 


| product exported, the miller recelvea 
|@ rebate of 99 per cent. of the duty 


paid. In other words, on wheat im 
ported for export milling or manu 
| facturing purposes the net duty 


amounts to but one one-hundredth of 
the regular impost, or ONE-TENTH 
OF A CENT PER BUSHBL. 

The Canadian grain grower who 
sells in the United States 1s, as we 
have shown above, selling for manu- 
facturing purposes. Under present 
circumstances he encounters a tariff 
barrier of only one-tenth of a cent 
per bushel. On a shipment of a thon- 
sand bushels, one carload, therefore, 
the tax he has to bear de exactly one 
dollar. If the United States duty 
were taken off to-morrow, he would 
thus save one dollar on every thou- 
sand bushels of wheat he shipped into 
the United States. It can thus be 
seen that we would have to send pretty 
big shipments into Uncle Sam's do 
main before the difference between 
tariff and no-tariff would mean any.

The assimilaion of the foreigner 
fa one of the most interesting aspects 
of Canadian immigration. Canada re- 
eeives an exormous immigration, of 
which approximately 25 per cent. is 
drawn from non-English speaking 
eountries, and the mere attraction of 
these people to her shores is not the 
completion of her responsibilities, 
The advertising of Canada as a land 
of opportunity for all is not suffic- 
fent; there must be a hospitable wel- 
@ome and a readiness to accept the 
whatever natiosality he 
frepresents and whatever ongue he 
speaks, a8 a man and a brother. of 
Bis own part, the foreigner is gener: 
ally in fullest sympathy with any at- 
tempt to absorb him into the social, 
moral and political atmosphere of the 
Dominion, But he confes from coun:

and to set the impress of Canadian 
fdeals upon the heterogeneous mass 
of which he is a unit, it is some- 
times necessary to reduce the for- 
eigner, adult though he may be, to 
practically the status of a child and 
to start right from the beginning 
again.

I believe I am correct in stating 
that such classes, although now be- 
coming common, were never taken up 
as a civic duty instead of a philan- 
thropical task until Calgary entered 
the field. At some point English 
classes for foreigners had been start- 
ed as part of religious schemes, but 
never apparently by any city itself. 
The classes (which are held at night 
and are intended for -adults, not 
children) are conducted by the city 
of Calgary as a branch of its very 
Nberal pdlicy of technical education, 
and for aanjinistrative purposes come 
under the direction of the sufer'n- 
fendent of technical education, Mr. 
T. B. Kidner. At the beginning of the 
ftrst season, two classes were held; 
now there are elcven classes, with 
nine instructors, the attendance at 
which during the season just closed 
was no less than 407. 

The classes are in five groups— 
firstly, for beginners, consisting of 
those who have been fn the country 
under ‘six months; secondly, for inter: 
mediate students, who have been in 
the country less than one year; third 
and fourth, advanced students; and 
lastly, a mixed class of students at 
various stages. The system used in 
imparting instruction is the “Berltiz,” 
which, besides being very suitable for 
any person of even meagre education, 
fs almost indispensable (lacking the 
use of Esperanto or some such uni- 
versal medium of converse) in com- 
municating with students of so many 
nationalities as this—Scandinavians, 
Slavs, Teutons, Latins, and go forth. 
In the Berltiz system, no other lang: 
nage ts used but that which is being 
taught, and no translation is under- 
faken by the instructor.

All hope of curing cancer by rad- 
jum has been abandoned by some of 
the foremost surgeons and research 
workers of the country who declared 
at a recent meeting of the American 
Society for the Control of Cancer, 
that the failures cf radiur. outnum- 
bered the cures 100 to 1. 

That nothing is of avail against 
the most dreaded difease, but the 
specdy use of the knife, was the opin- 
fon advanced by Dr. William Mayo of 
Rochester, Minn. Operation is the 
only cute, but radium or ray treat- 
ment js in-order as a témporary palla- 
tive, where’ operation is impossible, 
according to Dr. Wood, cirector of; 
Cancer research at Columbia — uni- 
versity. Failures frori radium out- 
humbered the cures 100 to 1, he said. 
Another generation will be required 
to furnish knowledge of the real 
cause and actual nature of cancer, he 
sald.“ Experiments for 35 entries

ARE THE PRAIRIES PERMANENT? 
Signs of Their Disappearance 

the West as Growth of Trees 

is Ercouraged 

The dictionary defines a preirie as 
“a level or rolling tract of treeless 
land covered with coarse grass,” 
Strictly speakiag, then, the prairies 
no longer exist in Canada except loc- 
ally, for there are no longer any 
large areas exempt from settlement 
and the settlers throughout the west 
have already been sup) 1 by the 
Dominion Feiestry Branch with over 
24,000,000 trees, all of which have 
been planted aid riost of which are 
growing up in the form of woodlots 
and shelterbelts, So successful have 
been these plantations and so great 
has the demand for trees grown, that 
the Indian Head Nursery Station, 
which has aa annual capacity of ap- 
proximately three million trees, can 


in 


no longer supply this demand and it) 


has been necessary to establis: a 
branch nursery at Saskatoon. 

The opinion was once wide-spread 
that the prairies were naturally tree- 
less .nd many ingenious theor' 
were advanced to account for tiis 
treelessness. One was that the 


Was too fine; a second that the soil} 


was all right, but that because of the 
thick sod the tree seeds could not 
reach it; anotier theory was that 
there was inswificient rainfall, and 
still another that the dry winter 
winds killed the buds and twigs. But 
if any of these factors have been det- 


rimental to tree-growth on 
|prairies in the past, the Forestry 
Branch has since succeede. in pro- 


ducing trees Which are so adapted to 
climatic conditions that growth is as- 
sured, if the trees are given a proper 
start. 


The most probable cause cf the} 
treelessness of the prairies is man, 
not nathre. The fact that th; In- 


dians long ago were in the habit of} 


setting fires to the forests and graus- 
lands in order to word better gra 
ing, and that in the fall, when thes 
flles were usually set, the prevailing 
winds were westerly, seems to prove 
that from the arid plains of South- 
ern Alberta and the United States, 
the area of treeless land was gradual- 
ly extended by five hundreds of miles 
casterly. But in Manitoba, since 
these fires have ceased, the wegtern 
fringe of forest has begun to recover 
lost ground, and, aided by artificial 
veforestration under the stimulus of

' Sn entire coast-defence battery 
‘inounted on railway trueks is the 


answer of French military authorities 
to the question of how to secure posi- 
tive defense over long coast lines 
with economy. The advantages claim- 
jed for these mobile batterics are the 
}economy in the preparation for th? 
defence of any, place, as the batteries 
on wheels cost less than permanent 
fixed batterles and can be sent to 
threatened ,points from places \. here 
(they are not necded, the only exnense 
being for laying the rails. Then, too, 
ho coast-defence plans can be sold to 
the enemy, no photographs, ov draw- 
ings stolen, for no permanent works 
indicate where the salient points of 
this defence cre located. No special 
roads need be laid, for military rail- 
Ways can be usel In time of peace for 
commercial purposes, and in war 
time, peaceful roads utilized for war 
! purposes. The guns so far manufac: 
tured for this work are of howitzer 
pattern, and in 7.87-in., 64n., and 4.7- 
in sizes. They are protected by tur- 
rets, and the ammunition cars are ar- 
jmored, An interesting feaeure of oe 
car used in the French manoeuvres is 
an observation tower extending some

Announcement has just been made 
;that the deepening of the Suez canal 
has been completed, and the water- 
}Way now has a depth of 29 feet for 
jits entire length. Originally it was 
| planned to give the canal :«. depth of 
26%, feet, and for years” after it 
was completed this Cepth was main- 
tained. Increase in the size of ves- 
sels routed through this short cut to 
{the Orient made it necessary to deep- 
jen the cut, and dredging operations 
conducted in the early eighties added 
one foot to the depth. Six years ago 
jthe new finished undertaking was 
begun, and throughout the 100 miles 
of navigati8n from Port Said to Suez 
dredges have removed silt and sand, 
deepening the waterway to 20 foot 
Alveady proposals are being consider:

REMOUNTS FOR WAR PURPOSES 


Scheme For Ranch on Land 
North of Medicine Hat 

Hon. Colonel Sam Hughes has 
been empowered by the government 
to lease to the National Livestock 
Exchange, Limited, townships 20, 21 
and 22, range 8, west of fourth Meri- 
dian, comprising 65,000 acres of the 
land lying sixty miles north of Medi- 
cine Hat and south of the Red Deer 
river, for the. purpose of collecting 
and providing thereon half-brre  cay- 
alry remounts. The company will 
pay an annual rental of two cents per 
acre for the land. The terms %° this 
lease are that the company shall pro- 
duce halfbred dams remounts to the 
number of not less than 1,500 each 
year after 1916. The government of 
Canada is to have the horses raised 
by the exchange and the’ company 
must hold and mature until th: age 
of three and a half years all horses 
which the minister of militia ma, de- 
sire for military purposes. The pric? 
to be paid by the minister is not to 
the substantial sum of $250 
| per head.

PLANNING FOR A 
CANADIAN HIGHWAY 


AN INTER?PROVINCIAL HIGHWAY 
FRO‘’ THE ATLANTIC TO 
THC PACIFIC COAST 


Scheme is Now Well Launched and ; 
Recei.ing Considerable Attention 
by Various Associations East and 
West Throughout the Dominion. 


An inter-provineial highway, = run- 
ning from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
coust, is a scheme that is recelving 
considerable attention at the present 
time. Various associations have been 
organized with a view to bringing 
about the construction of this route, 
and its ultimate success now seems 
certain, This scheme was first moot- 
ed three or four years ago, and the 
possibilities were chown by the trip 
undertaken by H. J. Wilby. The out- 
come of the agitation in favor of this 
scheme Was the organization of what 
has become known as the Dominion 
Highways association, This organiza. 
tion has gone to considerable ex- 
pense in order to educate the people 
of Canada to the immense value of 
such an inter-proyincial route. 

As with all big schemes, public 
opinion moves but slowly, and where 
the scheme deserves merit, |) usually 
gets it—it Is only 2 question of time, 
The early endeavors of the Dominion 
Highways Association and various 
other bodies did not readily succeed, 
but the weight of their arguments is 
now being felt. Motorists especially 
are acknowledging the merits of th> 
Proposal, and this fact was no more 
Clearly shown than when the Saskat- 
chewan Motor League recently organ: 
ized at Regina, took up ©s one of its 
first subjects, the proposal <> have an 
interprovincia] highway. The scheme 
Was readily endorsed, and the views, 
of this new league, which is repre 
Sentative of Saskatchewan, will be 
placed before the provincial govern- 
nent, There seers little doubt but 
that the Saskatchewan government 
Will deal with the matter at its next 
session at Regina, as well ag other 
provincial governments. The federal 
sovernment already has the matter 
in bane, 

Tho scheme in general provides for 
a road from coast to coast, travelling 
as near us possible in a straight lino. 
It is not intended to have any wide 
deviations in order to pass through 
any particular city, the idea being to 
build roads from the various chiss 
Within reasonable distance to the ins 
trprovineial road,
